Tho initial stops for the organization 


of ii Free Coinage National party :-.rt> 
boi'i>; taken and a conference for the 
purpose isj buing held iu Washington. 
Prominent 
Republicans, Democrats 


and Populists are uniting in the move- 
ment and it ia promised support iu all 
parts of the country. The full partic- 
ulars of the movement have not yet 
been received, but it is known that 
General Warner, Congressman Bland 
and others have agreed to support the 
movement. The principal plank of the 
platform will be free coinage, and 
many, if not all, the issues which have 
tended to repel, rather than attract, the 
conservative element of the country 
will be eliminated. 


This is a move in the right direction. 


It is seldom that even one important 
measure of groat interest to tho public 
pusses at a session of Congress aud if 
there are a dozen or more such prop- 
ositions before Congress at oiieo none 
of them become crystallized into law 
It took years of agitation to restrict 
Chinese immigration. It was almost as 
didicult to educate the people oast of 
the Missouri on that question as it is 
to get them to *oe tho evils resulting 
from the demonetization of silver. For 
tho last twenty years, in fact since the* 
closing of the mints to silver in 1873, 
tho financial question has been agitat- 
ing the country. Both the Kepublican 
and Democratic parties have protended 
to favor silver in their National plat- 
forms, but experience ban proven that- 
it makes 110 difference which party is 
in power free coinage is kept in tho 
background. The new organization, it 
seems, proposes to deal with ojo im- 
portant question at u time and will 
make its principle light for freo coin- 
age. When that is settled satisfactor- 
ily another question will be taken up, 
discussed and settled until prosperity 
is restored to the country.

by Constitutional limitation 


George W. McBrklo was elected United 
States Senator to succeed Joseph N. 
Dolph, whose term will expire the -Ith 
of March next. The Oregon Legisla- 
ture has a largo Republican majority in 
both Houses and Senator Dolph was 
the caucus nominee of that party. He 
ia a goldbug of the most pronounced 
type, and with Sherman and other Re- 
publicans of like ilk voted with the 
"cuckoo'' Democrats on every financial 
measure that came before tho United 
States Senate. 
The members of the 


Legislature who do not believe in East- 
ern domination would not support 
Dolph, and though on several ballots 
he lacked less than ti half-dozen votes 
and on one ballot only one vote, to 
secure his election he was defeated in 
the last minutes of the session by ex- 
Secretary of State McBrido, who is sup- 
posed to be more favorable to silver. 


The defeat of Senator Dolph shows 
that the independent sentiment is 
spreading. A caucus nomination no 
longer insures the election of the per- 
son receiving it. Very many persons 
even in the Republican and Democratic 
parties are opposed to the goldbug elo- 
inent which dominates those organiza- 
tions. 
They see the country, which 


should be tbe most prosperous on the 
face ;f the globe, reduced almost to 
tho level of European nations because 
of the hold which the Gold Trust has 
ou the old parties, and they propose to 
cut loose from thoso organizations and 
vote for the interests of the people.

to elections and to more fully aacnre 
tho socrecy of the ballot," approved 
March 13,1891, and of the various. Acts 
supplementary thereto urul amotidutory 
thereof. 


Sec. 4. The result of the vole upon 


tbe aforesaid questions shull be con- 
sidered as advisory only aud not as 
having any legal or binding effect.

Fleoh meat is allowed on Suml-iys 


without limitation, aud by dispensation 
granted August ;-!d, 1887, for ten yearn 
once a day on Mondays, Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and .Saturdays, except Sat- 
urday of Umber and Saturday of Holy 
Week. 


Tie promiscuous use of flesh and 


flsh eveu on Sundays, is prohibited at 
the same meal. 


4. By dispensation granted Febru- 


ary 9, 1887, for ten years, milk, butter, 
cheese, fruits, vegetables, eggs and flsh 
are allowed at collation. 


All under 21, or over GO years, are 


exempt from the obligation of fasting; 
also the delicate, the sick and the feeble, 
ai d those engaged at hard labor, are 
not restricted to meat once n day on 
days whan its use is permitted. 


The use of lard ia preparing food is 


allowed every day 
throughout the 


year. 


The time for complying with the 


Paschal precept in the Diocese of Sac 
ramento extends from Quadragesima 
Sunday, or first Sunday of Lent, to 
Trinity Sunday. 


The respective pastors are hereby 


empowered to dispense in cases of fast 
ing find abstinence where prudence 
and sufficient reason authorize. They 
are also requested to be diligent during 
the holy season in Lent, in laying be 
fore their people the great truths of 
religion, aud the necessity of availing 
themselves of this acceptable time to 
regain the friendship of God, by salu- 
tary penance of their sins; by alms- 
deeds and works of mercy to the poor.

BOOK BINDING. 


Ileglnalng and the Transition From 


Ancient to Modern Method*, 


It was only when writing was made 


upon separate pieces or sheets of a pli- 
able and perishable material that bind- 
ing proper was invented to hold the 
pieces, or sheets, together and give 
strength to them and protection and 
beauty. 
' 
. . 
. 
But hero, again, we must distinguish. 


Tho pliable written sheet may be either 
rolled or folded, each giving rise to a 
form of binding peculiar to itself. Tho 
rolled sheet is bound by fastening each 
sheet to the other sideways and rolling 
the whole from ond to end, tho last sheet 
serving as a cover to all the rest. This 
form of binding is no doubt the inoro 
ancient of tho two, and it was for a long 
time in general use. It was used, for 
example, by the Egyptians—it was 
probably invented by them—and it was 
used by tho Greeks and by tho Romans, 
aud groat libraries of rolls existed for i 
some time after tho Christian era, and 
many industries were engaged in oon- 
Uiuuting to tho perfection of the bind- 
ing. It has, however, been superseded 
for many centurion by tho folded form 
of literature, tho invention of which is 
attributed to Eumenes, king of Perga- 
imis (from whom, too, comes our parch- 
ment, or skill, prepared for writing on), 
iti tho third century before Christ. But 
if tho form has disappeared the termi- 
lology of tho roll has survived, nnd the 
word "volume," originally a thing that 
.a rolled or wound up—i. o., a roll—is 
now applied indiscriminately to its sub' 
stitute, tho book of folded sheets.

called, in bound by simply sewing or 
othciv.isa fastening tho parts of the 
shout to one nuotlior at the back crease 
or i'old, and a number of sections are 
bound by fastening each of them to 
soir.o common support nt the back, so 
that when nil are powed or otherwise 
fa^tuiod they may yet be froo to oper 
iiiid to shnt at pleasure nt the front or

STORED AN EMPTY BARREL. 


Nino Mouths In a Storage Warehouse nn 


Throe Cartages Talil on It. 


"I got my furniture out of storag 


tho other clay,"said a Now Yorker 
'•awl my wife nnd I thought we woul 
nni.vk tlio cliiua arid brio-a-brau our- 
scho, iiibtoad of paying 50 ooiits au 
hoi'i1 to tho fctorngo meu to do it. Tho 
<lul.-' \vua packed in five barrels, ono of 
\,i')-j:i, \\o noticed, \vns< lighter than 
tha roit 
; 
'' When v.-o hogau to unpack that one, 


wo concluded that it oust contain our 
most fragile articles of vertu, for wo 
flrtit cjuno across a layer of excelsior and 
soft paper a foot in thickness. Below 
this was another layer, equally thick, 
and whrn we had half unpacked tho 
barrel and found nothing but excelsior 
iuid soft paper we knew not what to 
think.

"Wo wero still more flabbergasted on 


finding no china on removing the pack- 
ing. 
Wo of course concluded that our 


things had boon stolen and reproached 
onrsolvos for our false economy in doing 
tho unpacking ourselves, for it is a rule 
of tho storage concern wo patronized not 
to pay for any articles broken or miss- 
ing unless its men do the unpacking. 


"As wo missed nothing when the oth- 


er barrels had been unpacked, my wfle 
cudgeled her brain to explain tho rays 
tory. She liually remembered that when 
wo gave up housekeeping, 1M years 
ago, there was a lot of excelsior leftover 
when tho china had been packed. In a 
fit of economy she poked it all ill a su- 
perfluous barrel, which was duly headed 
up and carted to tho hotel where we 
spent tho winter.
